1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 -21 , the prior art of record fails to teach of a voltage measuring unit that 
measures a voltage value of a plurality of channels of the BBA unit in accordance with a 
control signal of the modem unit, converts it into a digital fifth signal, and feeds the 
digital fifth signal into the modem unit. The closest reference, Shin et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,738,514), teaches of a codec, a modem, a RF interface and a BBA interface but 
fails to teach of a voltage measuring unit that measures a voltage value of a plurality of 
channels of the BBA unit in accordance with a control signal of the modem unit, 
converts it into a digital fifth signal, and feeds the digital fifth signal into the modem unit.
